The Telephonic Exchange comprises a system of wires leading from the residences or business places of subscribers to a central office, 
through which direct communication can be made between any two subscribers. Each subscriber has a small, neat, plated bell, with which he 
can give the necessary signal whenever he wishes to communicate, and a speaking telephone, by means of which he can hold direct and confi¬ 
dential conversation with every other subscriber at any hour of the day or night, and as often as desired, for not more than three minutes at any 
one time. The tones of the voice are heard and recognized through miles of wire as distinctly as if the speaker were close at hand. The instru¬ 
ments may be placed in any part of the house, and will always be ready for use. No skill required to work them; no batteries of any descrip¬ 
tion used. 

The system is intended to embrace 

The Capitol, Government Departments, Newspaper Offices, 

The Courts, Police and Fire Departments, 

Hotels, Railroad, Telegraph and Express Offices, 

Physicians’ and Lawyers’ Offices, 

Banks, Merchants in all Branches of Business, 

Livery Stables, Markets, 

Private Houses, etc., etc., etc. 

Lines are now being constructed, and persons wishing to avail themselves of the advantages of the Exchange are requested to send in their 
orders at once. No charge is made for putting up the wires and instruments, or for keeping them in repair. The only expense to regular sub¬ 
scribers will be a small rental. 

For signal bell and one telephone, thirty-six dollars per year, or ten dollars per quarter; for signal bell and two telephones, forty-six dollars 
per year, or twelve dollars and fifty cents per quarter, payable in advance. One telephone is all that is really necessary; with two telephones 
communication is somewhat easier, and more rapid—subscribers can take their choice. If subscribers will give addresses of persons with whom 
they have occasion to use telephones efforts will be made to include such persons in the Exchange system.

ROMAN MOSAIC PICTURE 


— OF THE— 






ITALY. 


The following remarks on this work of Art are from the New Yoke Evening Post, Sejot. 18 th y 1857. 

Mosaics.— Charles Lamb, that ever-to-be pleasantly-remembered humorist, who judged 


of works of art by their general expression, rather than by their artistic merits, had always 


ready for an answer when pressed for his opinion of any such production, that “ it is very fine, 
but would have been much better if the artist had taken more pains.” This, as a rule, is no 
doubt true, but w r e have now in this city a mosaic picture that proves the rule by being an 
exception—for there can certainly have been no lack of pains taken by the artist, who spent 
some four years in putting together over seven hundred and fifty thousand of the small quad¬ 
rangular pieces of enamel which enter into the composition of this picture. 

There are, it is said, not less than fifteen thousand shades of the different primary colors 
used by the artists engaged in the manufacture of mosaics. The mosaic referred to is a rep¬ 
resentation of the celebrated ruins of Paestum, a ruined town near Naples; originally called 
Posidonia wbeu a Greek colony, and Paestum, when it fell under the power of the Romans, 
B. C. 275. It was destroyed by the Saracens near the end of the ninth century, and the ruins 
are still one of the most interesting objects to a traveller in Italy. The huge blocks joined 
together in the most perfect manner without cement, and the arch, forty-six feet in height, 
are worthy the study of our modern architects. Mosaics are valuable as well from their im¬ 
perishable nature as from their intrinsic merits as objects of art. The one now referred to is 
very much the largest ever brought into this country, measuring five feet by two and a half, 
and it is probable that there are not in the world half a dozen of this size in private galleries 
—the subjects selected being generally of a religious nature, and are secured by the cathedrals 
of Europe. Many of them are of enormous cost. Three in a Lisbon cathedral are estimated 
to have cost (together) four millions of dollars. The Pope sent a mosaic, valued at sixty 
thousand dollars, to our Crystal Palace, a copy of Guercino’s famous painting of John the 
Baptist. The valuation was excessive, unless indeed precious stones, not discovered by an 
ordinary observer, were used in the manufacture. The brilliancy of the coloring, and the 
delicacy of tint and shading were not certainly more noticeable than in the view of the “ Ruins 
at Paestum,” in which the rosy glow of the evening sky, the ruins, the trees and the water are 
represented with a faithfulness and delicacy that render it, at a few feet distance, impossible 
to distinguish it from a delicate porcelain painting.
